During a ^Vhole .decado the people of 
this country- groaned under what wait not 
inaptly denignated a "bloatpd Civil List." 

A rospousiblo form of udministrnlioii \\a» 
eancstly soufjlit, as proniisin;,' tliu 1110.4 
sure and ready moans of dclivoranco. 
What has it done for the jieople V 'I'lie 
lirat Ministry undor tlio now svstom ocr- 
tainly did . not lif^hten the load muoh; but 
they, at l|east, did not siib.stituto a bloated 
Miniat^ for a bloated Civil List. Tlie 
preBont Ministry have attoni])tt'd to do so, 
and they have suceeudod I Tlioy liavo 
cut oH', or pietoud to liave cut oil', soiiio 
thirty iinderlinss. But any doubtful 
saving thu-s ofTocted will, it is to bo foarod, 
find its way into tho capacious maw of a 
bloated Executive. Tlio so-called re- 
trenchment of tho present Ministry re 
sembles tho process by which Pat sought 
to add to tho length of his blanket. He 
cut a piece from tho Lottum and put it to 
the top. It is L'vnn worse ; for while tlie 
people's loud i.s unlif^litoiio.l, a jjowor is 
created wliioli threatens tiio rights of the 
people and is calciiluted to reiidrM' tlic 
most vital principle of Responsible Gov- 
ernment inoperative — a power far more 
dangerous, because more exp 'iisivo and 
corrupt, thi n the despotic systems of tlic 
past. The cr3ation of a new portffilio 
and a sixth Jlinistor must bo i-op;urdod as 
only one ttep in a deoji-laid scheme to 
grasp tho leliis of jiowor and override tlie 
Constitution. It reiuiiins for the people 
to say wiielher that scheme shall bo car- 
lied out to its full consummation. They 
may' still have tlie jiower to prevent it; 
but they may not iiavo the jjowcu' to undo 
it. It would bo aiiiiis'ii;^ if it were not 
disgusting to observe the line of reason- 
ing (?) by which the Premier at. cmpts, in 
the House and in the oolumnr, of his 
paper, to justify this rape uxion the Con- 
stitution. In both, coarse personalities 
t&6 'the place of arguments. A bad 
cause is generally defended in this way 
There would bo no need to resort to siudi 
means in defense of a good cause — would 
there ? But, assuming, for the suke of 
argument that honesty and patriotism sit 
alone on the Ministerial Benches, and 
ti^t:flVery member who dares to oppose 
the Government is selfishness and dis- 
honesty porsoniiiod, still one might ex- 
pect to find something in the nature of 
argument brought forward in supjiort of 
the proposition to create a Cabinet num- 
ericcUy strong enough to rule by brute 
force. But how do Ministers and their 
<^peQ^nt followers attempt to defend the 
nefarious scheme ? They lly otf to the 
Miritimo Provinces of tho Atlantic, and 
tell us that there the proportion of Minis- 
ters to mombors is even greater than that 
proposed liero. Even wore that really 
tae case, wo are by no moans prepared to 
admit that it constitutes conclusive argu- 
ment in favor of saddling seven, or oven 
six, '"'Cabinet Ministers upon British Co- 
lumbia. But lot us see how far this oft' 
repeated assertion is founded on fact. And, 
filht of all, let it bo olnerved that, iiius- 
miioli asour Constitution and political in- 
stitutions are a transcrijit of those of 
Outunu, that Province being the only one 
ex<$6jpting' bur own that has not two 
B'ouses of Parliament. Ontario is really 
the only Province with which compar- 
isons can fairlv bo instituted for the 
purposes of tho present controver.sy. But 
do they take us to Ontario ? N>..t Ihey, 
indeed. It would not suit their jnirpose; 
for in that model Province we lind that 
the afikifr^'of close upon two millions and 
B hall of people are well a lministerod by 
six C.ibinet Ministers. Until quite re- 
cently there were only five. Now, if the 
aflfttirs of a Pro\ince whoso revenue and 

Copulation are both in tho millions, have 
een well administered by a Cabinet of 
five, does it not seem monstrous to con- 
tend that a Province w.th a population of 
ten thotnanJ souls a id a revenue of 
ninety' odd thou-iand dollars should be 
compelled to support a Caliiuet of six 
Ministers, with a seventh looming ii)) in 
tho no distant future? If, in Ontario, a 
Cabinet of live has b-e:i sulli^ient to iiold 
its own in a House oi eiglity-eight mcm- 
bf;rj>, does it not appear passing strange 
that it should be found necessary in Brit- 
ish Columbia to cram six or seven memboi's 
iuco tlioCihinet in order that it may hold 
its own in a House of only twenty-live 
members? So much for Ontario. Let 
us now follow the Premiiu- to those 
Maritime Provinces upon which he is no 
fondr,of dilating. Nova Sootia has nine 
Cabinet .\riiiister3. it is true. But, then, 
these nino Ministers are taken from two 
Houses with an aggregate inember.shii) of 
sixty; and it is a vital jioint to remember 
that those Ministers talieii from the upper 
House havo no i)lace in the Lower. 
They cannot swell the Government vote 
on a divid'.pn. In Nova Ucotia tho pro- 
portion is, therefrjro, nine 10 sixty. Is 
that equal to our i)roi)oi'tion of six to 
twenty -iive? New lininswirk has eii;lit 
Ministers, talcou from two Houses with 
ail aggregate mt'iuboi'sliip of sixty — a still 
less proportion, it will be observed. 
Crossing over to Prince Elward Island, 
the »t(jck argiuuont of the Premier, wo 
find a Cabinet of sin'en Jlinisters taken 
from two Houses with forty-one ineniliers; 
and vet wo find tho Premier Ktutinf^ on 
the Aoor of the House and in tlu; leading 
column I of his jiapor that Prince K iwani 
Jsiand has nino Mini.slers to thirty iiiein- 
born ! It must be liorno '11 mind that in 
all these Provinces tlio existeii(;o of two 
Houses of Parliament renders a larger 
number of Ministers necessary, while, at 
tho same time, the niunbcr of Ministers 
in tho jiopiilar branch is not increased or 
the balanco of )> iwer destroyed or the 
check placed in tho hands of the people 
by the Constitution weakened. It 
ia clear, thereiorc, that to go to Provin(;os 
BO essentially dissimilar for a ))re("i'deiit 
for what is being done hero is simjily 
ridiculcjus. It is worsc>. It is dishonest. 
But, oven waving that point, it will b,! 
seen from the facts above stated, and for 
tho verification of which wo refer the 
reader to the "Canadian Year Book," that, 
in referring to these ProviiKios, Ministers 
have not boon content to al)ido by tho 
truth. It will bo seen that oven in thoso 
Province! having two Houses, llioro i.s in 
n3 instance so Itirgo a proportion of Min- 
isters ttiia trhioh has been (to say 
nothing of vbt^fe is.ooming) foisted upon 
this FrovinoAi ' And, then, just think of 
the disparity. of population and revenue 
power 1 ^

LAST NIGHrS^DISPATCHES 

California- 

San Francisco, Feb. 10— A firo broke 
this ovoiiing in Sago's brick -waroliouao on 
Battery street near Vallejo in which wore 
stored some 20,000 eases of coal oil.

A gonoriil alarm was then sounded and in 
a few minutes ton steamers were playing 
upon tho fire, but with little effect. The 
fire is still raging the efforts of tho fire- 
men being almost wholly

The Lone Land. 

Profosaor Macoun, who came overland 
last your, has been eating oysters and 
making speeches on hia return to Old 
Canadr.. At an oyster supper given to that 
gentleman at Belleville, he delivered a 
very interesting address touching what 
he saw and did in tho eourse of hit gre»t 
tramp, from Thunder Bay to Victoria. 
We have only room for a few brief ex- 
tracts : 

"Ho had gone through parts of the 
country which never were f;ono over by 
a white man before — parts that even the 
Hudson Jiay Company knew nothing of, 
only by report, and ho was jirepared to 
provo that we have prairie.i — vast prairies 
—that thi^ people know nothing of, where 
deer a:.d bufl'alo abonn 1. He had ex- 
amined plants some 300 miles from Ed- 
munton and not ono of them indicated a 
frigid zone, hut a fertile fruit-bearing 
country. Travelling through the country 
was good; they started from Thunder 
Bay at ten o'clock one morning and got 
to Shobandowan tho same night. F'roin 
Lake of tho Woods they went to Oak 
Point, a distance of ninety miles, from 
daylight to dark. After showing how 
quickly the country be travelled over, he 
wont on to state that none but a botanist 
could tell what kind of a country it was. 
While travelling he could tell by tho 
plant when they were near fresh water. 

* « * * » 

They had travelled 890 miles from Fort 
Garry to Fort Edmunton in 21 days, and 
there was over one hour's work done on 
the road, and the prairioa were perfectly 

level. Again they often had to make 

their own roads, but that wns nothing 
when thoy couldn't hel)) it. When his 
party got to Peace River, the inhabitants 
told thom that they could not go on as 
there was 115 miles of unknown portage — 
but he would never turn back, and ■wlijn 
ho went on to Fort St. John, and they 
told him there again they could f^o no 
further, but they did and wont on through 
tho Rocky Mountains. Tliey went to 
Fort St. James, DO miles, and then 180 
miles to Frasin^ Kivor, At ono time he 
followed tho Indiana, running 17 miles in 
three hours, and the thermometer 31 deg. 
below zero. On the 27th Nov. ha laid on 
a bed the first time from August last. Ho 
hail siiilod tlirougli tho Rocky Mountains 
on a river fuur miles wide, and he had 
rodo along the banks of the Fraser at a 
distance of (iOUft. above tho water, when 
tho least swerve of tho carriage or a false 
gt*p would have sent thom to destruction ; 
but tho false step was not made, On 
"Jackass Mountain' (for they called 
thiiit;^ by ipieer names there) they were 
11,000 feet above the Fraser. He wont ou 
recounting many incidents, and contlu 1- 
od by saying that amidst all those dangers 
ho was in his element, and he called itcn- 
joymeut,"
